SCARCITY. 

M e have  taken  all  possible  pains  to 
ascertain  whether  the  ])rediclion  of  aii 
imminent  scarcity  had  any  foundation 
in  the  ap])ca;-ence  of  the  growing  crops, 
or  in  the  piwportion  ofthe  slock  on  hand, 
and  our  necessary  conclusions  arc,  that 
scarcity  is  really  to  be  appithended, 
that  the  stock  on  hand  is  very,  inaUffi- 
(:ient,  Tc  the  growing  crops  vv'ili,  accor- 
ding to  ajl  prcocntappearanc.es,  be  defi- 
cient one  tliii'd.  How  is  this  deficien- 
cy to  he  made  up  ? Corn  is  so  gr^at  a 
pioporiion  of  the  food  of  the  country, 
that  a question  upon  a deficiency  of  com 
is  a question  for  providing  against  a fam- 
ine. 

Where  the  usual  portion  of  food  is 
wanting,  there  are  but  two  possible  re- 
medies— the  first  is  hy  a diminished 
consiim]>tion — the  second  is,  hv  finding 
suhsUiutcsin  another  kind  of  foed  fer 
that  part  of, our  ordinary  food  wliich 
is  deficient. 

^Vith  renpect  to  tlie  first,  in  an  opu- 
lent community,  and  in  limbs  of  abun- 
dance, there  is  alw.nys  a great  portion  of 
Waste  : as  much  almost  is  wasted  as  is 
eaten,  and  more  eaten  than  is  ncctssa- 
1 here  is  anotlicr  specieS  of  waste, 
rr.oreover,  wliich  amounts  to  nearly  one 
third  of  the  whole  substance  ; that  is 
that  of  usin.g  a finer  kind,  and  thereby 
wasting  or  at  least  not  employing  in  hu- 
man food  what  is  sifted  from  it.  Now, 
these  two  heads  of  waste,  that  of  tho 
quantity  and  that  of  the  kind,  there  is 
certainly  room  for  a rrcat  saving  ; a 
saving  perhaps,  which,  if  properly  and 
universallv  exacted  and  attended  to, 
would  not  fall  much  short  ol  deficier.- 

cy-  ... 

There  Js  a third  head’of  general  sa- 
ving, the  benefit  of  which  was  much  ex- 
perienced during  the  last  scarcity 

This  is  that  of  prohibiting  the  bakers, 
under  a severe  penalty  from  selling 
bread  till  after  it  had  licen  drawn  twen- 
ty-four hours.  The  difflercnce  under 
this  head  is  aftonlvliine.  T*"  :i  farcib', 
for  example,  arc  in  the  habit  of  i:.-,iii.; 
20  loaves  in  the  week,  taken  in  as  they 
usually  arc  by  servants  ; half  of  them 
new,  half  ba'sed  the  preceding  day  ; if 
this  family  were  to  take  in  the  whole 
quantity  in  the  beginning  of  the  week, 
tlicy  would  find  a full  saving  of  one  third. 
Fourtcci)  loaves  would  perform  Iho 
same  service  as  twenty.  ' 

Pastry  of  every  kind  is  pure  waste. 
It  is  made  of  the  finest  four  ; so  that 
more  is  consumed  than  is  used,  and  itr 
is  absolutely  of  no  service  to  satisfy 
hunger.  A hungry  man  does  not  dine 
on  pastry.  There  are  two  kinds  of  c- 
conomy  public  and  priva'.e.  Very  lit- 
tle is  to  be  expected  from  the  public, 
or  Ijy  any  public  regulation.  Tlielaw.s 
cannot  enter  into  any  private  house  to 
regulate  the  quantity  or  distributions 
of  privkte  diet.  It  is  tiie  first  liberty  iif 
an  Englishman  that  every  one  is  mas- 
ter in  his  own  family.  If  private  folly 
or  extravagance  are  resolved  t«  wasuj 
in  the  teeth  of  famine,  it  is  impossible 
foranylawsto  prevent  their.  Ecnnc- 
my  necessarily  h'clongs  to  indiviri-;,-.;- , 
and  to  the  privacy  of  the  dweilir;-  h.oust*. 
IT.c  public,  as  a body  can  do  little  or 
nothing. 

As  to  committees,  and  ptihli.,  soct'5- 
ties  for  prosecuting  monopolia'.a  ihe-.- 
will  do  more  harm  than  gOoci.  I'lie 
best  friends  of  the  communitv  wo;;'f,  !io 
about  half  a dozen  score  of  these  monc- 
polists,  w ho  would  hi’v  up  the  coi  n a; 
present,  and  Jjoard  it  against  a htef'-g 
price,  that  is,  a greater  scarcity.  Vi  es 
it  not  for  this  kind  of  tnonopolv,  every 
year  almost  would  Jjc  a year  of  faminr. 
'I'Jie  plenty  of  the  first  part  would  ex- 
haust the  whole  store.  It  is  theSe  nre- 
nopolists  who  carry  the  surplus  of  one 
year  to  tiic  account  of  tlte  next,  anrl 
therefore  balance  the  want  of  one  rear 
by  the  plenty  of  another.  'I'he  laws 
against  monopolists  originated  in  times 
when  commerce  and  agriculture  were 
ill  understood.  Burning  the  mills  and 
hanging  the  monopolists,  will  have  no 
other  effect  but  to  wiihhoJtj  what  coi  n 
there  is  from  the  mill  and  -what  flour 
there  is  from  the  market. 

Is  nothing  then,  it  may  be  asked,  to 
be  expected  of  ministers  ? Very  little. 
Peace  they  will  not.  make,  or,  pet  haps 
they  cannot  make  ; though  peace,  at 
present,  and  for  these  several  vearS  past 
would  have  Ivccn  another  name  fer 
plenty.  The  harvests  of  France  and 
Poland  have  been  so  abundant,  that  the 
farmers  cannot  in  any  way  -sell  their 
surplus.  The  ministers  certainly  may 
have  covrr,  if  tlicy  take  wine  ; but  it  is  a 
part  oj  the  plan  of  war  that  we  arc  t(>

'cd  our  opinion  that  this  way  wus  very 
*ence(ess  : the  plan  has  been  acoptccl, 
and  will  not  now  be  laid  aside. 

Widi  respect  to  America,  it  is  saiv. 
the  American  harvests  was  likewise  de- 
ficient. 'I'his,  however  we  ilo  not  be- 
lieve ; and  ulthoiij^h  the  ha'  vest  of  the 
cnrrent  year  may  be  abundant  ; ling- 
Ihnd  tjiereldrc,  mi-ht  certainly  be  sup- 
plietlfiom  America,  but  licre  a>^;.in  the 
jjl.m  of  tlie  war  stands  in  tlic  way  ; Ve- 
ry little,  therefore,  as  we  have  said,  is 
to  be  expected  from  miiiisters  ; it  is  a 
pai  t of  tiieir  plan  of  warfare  to  cut  off 
nil  neutral  coiitmerce,  and  it  is  a neccs- 
»arv  consequence  of  this  systent,  th;it 
in  any  scarcity  of  their  ow  n they  must 
not  look  for  supply  from  others. 

liverv  ihinij  therefore  depends  upon 
cconomv,  and  this  economy,  as  well  as 
we  have  said  must  be  private  ccoiiomy. 
livery  master  of  a family  must  endeav- 
our to 'save  in  the  proportion  of  one 
third  of  his  usual  consumption.  In  the 
y;reaicr  families,  domestics  must  be  pm 
upon  their  quota,  and  waste  and  contu 
inacy  punisii  by  dismissal. 

i'rom  all  tlcat  we  see  and  hear,  our 
decided  oiiinion-is  that  without  tt.is  econ- 
omy the  year  will  end  in  misery  and 
famine.  There  is  a general  Lilure  of 
■wheat,  barley,  oats,  peas  and  beans  ; po- 
tatoes alone  seem  plentiful,  and  that  is 
certainly  something.  Cut  economy  is 
the  best  stock  ; it  costs  least,  and  is 
in  our  own  power.  The  harvest  will 
be  suiliciciU,  if  the  public  will  persuade 
tbcms-.-Ives  to-  s.ave  about  one  third. 
l.'u'tolT  fresh  bread  and  [lastry,  the  waste 
of  domestics,  and  the  use  of  bread  and 
vruetablos  at  the  same  lime  and  there 
will  he  no  scarcity.  Neglect  all  these 
precautions,  and  there  will  be  a famine.

Doctor  Davis  coiiful  of  the  U.  States 
for  T.  ripoli,  has  imported  into  the  city  of 
Kew-York,  from  that  regency,  a rfieep 
which  was  prefrnted  to  him  by  the  Balhaw 
of  Tripoli.  This  animal  has  excited  very 
defcrvedly  the  curiositity  of  a great  num- 
>-cr  of  o r citizens,  and  to  gratify  thofc 
• ho  are  at  a distaiicr,  the  following  def- 
tription  of  him  and  particulars  concerning 
him  may  be  relied  on. 

The  body  is  longer  than  ordinary  sheep 
of  our  country  ; his  legs  are  fo  long  that 
he  may  be  compared  in  point  of  size,  to  a 
yearling  calf  ; his  he^ad  is  long  and  large  ; 
forehead  arched  ; his  ho.^gs  spiral  but 


is  a ti  ibuiory  kingdom  to  Tripoli.  The 
is  an  annu  il  prefent  of  thefe  Rams  made 
to  liie  Balllaw  of  Fi ipoli.  No  females  arc 
ever  permitted  to  come  from  there,  and 
Iroin  tlie  amazing  length  of  the  journey 
acrol's  t|-.^  dcl’erts  wITuI  requites  from  70 
to  yjijda^  generally  but  few  of  thofc  (ha 
are  Ffi;  mavivc  tliejouriiey  ; out  of  lour 
whiclv,wasT,(pit  with  the  one  now  here,  on- 
ly two  arrived  at  Tripoli,  Of.«  ol  which 
died  on  his  paffage  to  America. 

The  oiigln  ofthe  .Merino  race  of  llieep 
IS  involved  in  fo  much  obfeurity,  that 
fcarcely  any  two  writers  have  been  found 
to  agree  as  totlie  origin  ofthe  race.  From 
fume  circumfiances  detailed  by  Dr  Davis, 
as  collected  from  various  perfons  in  'J'ri 
poli  and  Spain,  and  coniparilig  the  make, 
foi  III  and  marks  of  this  anim.tl  with  fomc 
(heep  imported  into  this  city  from  Spain, 
it  may  be  conjectured  that  the  race  ol  Me- 
rino’s have  (prung  from  a mixture  of  the 
Fezzan  Ram  with  the  common  flictp  o 
Spam  and  Barbary. 

Lalkerie,  a French  writer,  savs  the  word 
Meiino,  according  to  a Spanilii  writer,  is 
derived  from  Merinos,  because  the  breed 
came  from  beyond  the  fca. 

'I'he  Fezzan  Ram  difi.-rsfroni  the  Barba- 
ry Ram  in  some  particulars,  one  or  two  of 
the  rpost  prominent  are,  that  the  tails  of 
thfcBarbary  (heep  are  fliort  and  about  five 
inflies  broad  wheieas  the  tails  of  the  Fez- 
zan sheep  are  very  thin  and  long  From 
the  carcase  of  the  Barbary  and  Merino 
ftirep  there  exudes  a fat  or  greese,  technic- 
ally known  by  the  name  of  Yolk.  The 
Fezzan  appears  p; rfectly  free  front  it. 

The  Fezza;i  (heep  are  (beared  twice  a 
year,  previous  to  the  time  of  (liearing  a 
great  part  of  the  coarse  hair  falls  o it,  it 
only  a poraion  of  it  remains  in,  which  is 
considered  neceffary  in  order  to  ni.rnufac- 
cure  It,  and  it  is  faid  is  sent  to  f'erlia,  but 
by  what  route  is  not  known,  where  they 
manufacture  it  into  what  is  commonly 
called  lameTs  hair  lh.,wls. 

The  Jeibi  and  Bonzazi  (heep  which  are 
said  tube  a Cross  with  the  Fezz-in  and 
Barb.ry  (heep  have  a portion  ofthe  coarse 
hair,  witti  a (iiies.ift,  filky.  and  curly-hair, 
or  wool,  and  this  cove,  Ing  is  nanufaciured 
into  a kind  of  goods  called  Jeibi  Miawls. 

This  animal  is  now  at  the  residence  of 
Mr.  '\Vm  5A.  DavTs,  Bloomingdale,  about 
seven  miles  from  the  city,  who,  it  is  under, 
stood,  has  detei  mined  to  dispense  his  use- 
fulncfs  the  present  se  il'on  only,  to  a rea- 
sonable extent  : fron.  that  (lock  we  (hall 
be  able  to  judge  of  the  value  of  the  Ram, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  fro  n the  infor. 
mation  obtaineci.  though  snrall,  that  he 
t»ill  be  a valuable  acquisition  to  this  coun- 
try, ^nd  particularly  so  as  he  is  fupposed 
to  be  Mly  about  1 years  and  t-a  old. 

Mu"  praise  is  due  to  Mr  D.rvis  for 
his  selection  of  such  an  acquisition  as  the 
Fezzan  Ram,  but  much  more  is  due  for 
Sc  ,:e  rare  and  i.seful  plants  which  he  has 
broiigh,t;wuh  him,  and  which  the  Balhaw 
. ■';  sent  for  at  his  request  to  Syria, 
ar  account  of  which  will  soon  be 
if  our  Ambaffadors  and  Consuls 
ould  use  a like  diligence inseiid- 
ing  to  .America  whatev-er  is  to  be  found 
raie  and  valuable  in  foreign  nations,  they 
would  do  a moll  acceptable  service  to  their 
cou^ry. 

Aftmberof  those  valuable  animals, 
thcr^^lERlNO  SHEEP,  have  lately 
been  imported  into,  this  country  from 
Spain.  They  ought  to  be  considered  as  a 
treasure  of  the  hril  magnitude.  It  is 
therefore  respectfully  and  earneflty  re- 
commended to  Agricultural  Gentlemen, 
who  may  become  possessed  of  these  (heep, 
tii'di^urage  erasing  tbe  breed,  anci  to 
endeavor  to-perpetuate  the  real  Merino 
race  i n»^ls  country.  If  these  hints 
fhould  be  promptly  and  generally  attend- 
ed to,  we  may  expect  in  a few  years  to  see 
the  Merino  Sheep  excluding  all  others. 
If  however,  crossing  the  breed  is  porsift- 
ed  in,  a few  years  will  serve  to  cause  the 
race  ot  Mermos  to  be  no  longer  known. 
A few  hunderJs  of  Merinos  mull  eventu- 
ally be  loll  in  intermixing  wicb  the  thous- 
ands of  other  sheep  now  in  the  country, 
unless  a complete  separation  of  the  species 
is  patriotically  persevcreti  in.  The  impor- 
tation of  Merinos  cannot  last  long.  Ei- 
ther France  or  Spain  will  soon  put  an  end 
to  it.  It  were  to  be  wished  that  the  A- 
gricult  uralSociecies  would  take  this  impor- 
tant  suMcct  into  consideration.

iiious  prices  were  set  to  these  articles,  ami 
great  quantities  of  them  were  sold.  Now 
the  imported  cottons  are JmHly  taking  the 
le.d  ot  them  ; yet  the  Bported  cottons 
pay  freight,  infurance,  ^oiiniflions  and 
duties.  J(  all  these  arc  not  bounties  e- 
ilough  on  domestic  industry ,*Iot  our  work- 
shops remain  forever  in  Europe. 

1 a-n  in  favour  of  donie.tic  manufac- 
tures, and  as'SUch,  in  favor  of  the  conti.i- 
uance  of  tlie  present  duties  on  importa- 
tations.  If  raised  higher,  they  could  not 
be  collected,  the  profit  would  juHity  the 
risque  of  running  them,  so  that  our  coun- 
try would  be  full  of  f.ireign  fabrics  duty- 
free, which  would  be  in  market  lower  than 
we  could  make  them. 

Government  will  not  discourage  manu- 
factured by  adding  to  the  duties  upon  iai- 
portatioii.  They  will  no^^ncourage  them 
by  airy  artificial  Hiniulante, 'calculated  to 
debilitate  the  svfleni.  -fney  will  leave 
competition  to  d 1 its  perfect  work,  and  if 
t works  us  out  good  paper  and  good  cot- 
tons at  fair  prices,  it  will  do  iiifinitelv 
more  than  the  present  pro'spect  warrant’s 
us  to  expect.

here  exist  separate  interests.  It  is  the 
nfluence  and  emoluments  of  office,  which 
are  fought  with  greater  earnestness  than 
eternal  salvation  ; it  is  the  designs  of  Icme 
■ d the  supreme  ignorance  of  others;  it 
s a total  destruction  of  patriotism  and  in 
any  instances  of  moral  principles. 
Pri^plcs  & patriotism  are  thus  refign- 
ed  to  ignorance  and  avarice.  The  want 
of  an  enlightened  education  and-au  iiictil- 
ra'ioii  of  true  prii^ciple^^  is  the  source 
from  which  these  ewilsvJ^ise.

Rib  , 

I have  laid  before  his  majesty  the  em- 
peror and  king,  the  .^ctof  Congress  of  the 
1st  of  May,  extracted  from  the  paper  of 
the  United  States,  which  you  had  trans- 
mitted to  me.  Ill*  Majesty  Could  have 
wished  that  tins  .Act,  and  all  other  acts  of 
the  L'nited  Slates  that  may  concern  France 
had  heea  always  oRicially  noticed  to  him. 

Tile  Emperor  applauded  tlie  general 
embargo  laid  by  the  United  States  on  all 
their  vessels,  because  that  measure,  if  it 
, has  been  prejudicial  to  France,  contained 
at  least,  nothing  offensive  to  her  honor.  It 
lias  c.iused  her  to  lose  her  colonies  of  Gtia- 
daloupe,  Martinique  and  Cayenne.  The 
Fbnperor  did  not  complain  of  it.  He  made 
this  sacrifice  to  the  principle  which  deter- 
mined tile  Americans  to  impose  the  em- 
bargo, and  which  insjiired  them  with  ilit 
noble  resolution  of  interdicting  themselves 
the  use  of  the  seas,  rather  tliaii  submit  to 
the  1.1WS  of  those  who  wish  to  become  its 
tyrants. 

The  Act  of  the  1st  of  March  removed 
the  embargo,  and  snbstiluted  for  it  a mea- 
sure winch  must  have  been  particularly 
injurious  to  the  interests  of  France.  'Fhat 
Act,  with  wliich  tile  emperor  was  not  ac- 
quainted for  a'consiilerabte  time  after,  in- 
terdicted to  American  vessels  the  tmm- 
merce  of  France,  wliilst  it  authorised  a 
trade  witli  Spain,  Naples  and  Holland, 
that  IS  to  say,  with  countries  under  Frencli 
influence,  and  denounced  confiscation  a- 
gainst  all  French  vessels  that  sliould  enter 
the  ports  of  America.  Reprisal  was  a 
matter  of  rijht,  and  commanded  by  the 
dignity  of  France,  a cireumsiaiice  upon 
which  it  was  impossible  to  make  any  com- 
promise. The  sctiueslralion  of  all  tlic  A- 
merican  vessels  iu  France  was  the  neces- 
sary result  of  the  lucasure  taken  by  Con- 
gress. 

At  present  the  Congress  treads  back  its 
steps.  It  revokes  the  Act  of  the  1st  of 
March.  The  ports  of  America  are  open 
' to  French  commerce,  and  France  is  no 
longer  interdicted  to  the  Americans.  In 
short,  the  Congress  engages  to  oppose  such 
of  the  belligerent  powers  as  shall  refuse  to 
recognize  the  rights  of  neutrals. 

in  this  new  state  of  things,  1 am  atitho- 
ristd  to  declare  to  you.  sir,  that  the  De- 
eres of  Berlin  and  Milan  are  revoked, 
A^hi^i.it  from  the  first  of  November,  they 
taiU  to  l>e  in  force,  it  being  under- 

st^d  F.iat  in  consequence  of  this  declara- 
tiomtlie  Enj.llsh  shall  revoke  their  orders 
in  council,  and  renounce  the  new  princi- 
ples of  blockade'which  they  hsve-attempt- 
ed  to  establish : or  that  the  United  Stales, 
conformably  to  the  act  you  have  just  com- 
municated, shall  cause  tlieir  rights  to  be 
respected  by  tlie  English. 

It  is  with  tile  most  particular  satisfac- 
tion that  1 inform  you  of  this  resolution  of 
the  F.inperor.  His  majesty  loves  the  ,A- 
mericans.  Their  prosperity,  and  their 
con. mcrcc  enter  into  the  views  of  her  po 
licy.  Tlie  independence  of  America  is 
Mile  of  the  princii>al  titles  to  the  glory  of 
France.  Since  tliat  epoch  the  emperorhas 
felt  a pleasure  in  aggrandizing  tlie  United 
States;  and  in  all  circinnstancest  what- 
c.an  'contribute  to  the  iiidcpen- 
[i‘,  the  prosperity  and  the  lilierty  of 
Americans,  will  be  regarded  by  t!i 
F.mperor  as  conforoiable  to  the  i.iterests  cf 
his  empire.  . 

»ROM  THE  K ATIONAL  IKTILMOKNCER. 

'I'he  following  is  the  sc(,tion  of  the  act  of 
the  1st  of  May,  raferred  to  by  tlie  niinii- 
ter  of  foreign  affairs,  wliich  we  insert  to 
enable  our  readers  to  form  a judgment  of 
the  motive  and  effect  of  the  new  altitude 
taken  by  France: 

“ And  br  it  further  enacted.  That  in 
case  eiilier  (ireat-Hritain  or  France  sli  ill, 
before  the  third  day  of  March  next,  so  re- 
voke or  modify  her  ediois  as  that  they 
shall  cease  to  viclate  the  neutral  c ni- 
merce  of  the  United  States,  » liich  tact 
the  president  of  the  Uiiiied  States  shall 
declare  by  precianiatit.e,  and  if 'tliu  oilier 
nation  sliall  not  within  three  moht  ;s  there- 
after so  revoke  or  modify  hyr  edicts  in 
like  Aiaiiiier,  then  the  third,  fourth,  hull, 


sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth  and 
eiglifeeiiCb  sections  of  the  " act  to  interdict 
the  'kimiinercial  intercourse  between  the 
Unite,* States  and  Great  Britain  and 
France  and  their  dependencies,  nnd  for  o- 
ther  purposes,”  shall,  from  and  after  the 
expiration  of  three  nmntlis  from  the  date 
of  llie  procl.i Illation  aforesaia,  be  revived 
and  have  full  lorce  and  effect,  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  tile  dominions,  colonies  and  depen- 
deiicn  s,  and  to  the  articles  tlie  growth, 
produce  or  nianufacturt-  ot  the  dominions, 
cniumes  and  dependencies  of  the  nation 
thbs  ivfnsiiig  or  neglecting  to  revoke  or 
mixJiiy  lier  edicts  in  the  nianncr  aforesaid. 
And  the  lestrictions  imposed  by  this  act 
sliall,  from  the  date  of  such  proclamation, 
cease  and  be  (liscoiitinncd  in  relation  In 
tlie  nation  revoking  or  modifying  lier  de- 
crees III  tliu  niaiiiier  aforesaid.’ 

•As  imicli  ill  relation  to  lliis  subject  will 
depend  upon  the  decision  of  the  executive 
miller  the  act  of  rongiess,  it  will  be  grati- 
fying to  our  leaders  to  learn  that  the  pres 
idem  is  expected  at  the  seat  of  govtru- 
mei.t  in  a very  few  days,  wliere  also  all 
tile  heads  of  depai  tineiils  are  daily  c.'i- 
pectui. 

ENGLISHMIMS  I EHIAL  REMARKS. 

lltOM  Tile  COURIER. 

“ It  is  to  be  riinaiked,  tliat  Bonaparte 
ffects  to  prescrilie  conditions  to  tlie  levo- 
caluai  of  Ids  decrees — lie  considers  Ameri- 
ca as  pledged  to  oppose  us,  if  we  refuse  to 
acknowledge  tlie  riglilsuf  neutralis  thatis, 
to  go  to  war — ami  he  desires  it  to  be  under- 
slued,  tliat  in  consequence  of  his  rescinding 
Ids  decrees.  Great  Britain  is  to  revoke  her 
orders  in  council,  and  abandon  her  new 
principles  ot  blockade.  Now  he  knows  full 
well  tliat  America  has  made  no  such 
pledge:  that  she  has  prescribed  to  herself 
a line  of  conduct  to  be  pursued  in  the  event 
of  our  n fiising  to  rescind  our  orders  in 
council,  bhe  pledges  herself  to  do  nothing 
more  than  to  stop  all  mtercouisc  wiili  us, 
•As  to  the  new  principles  of  blockade,  we 
liave  exercised  none  which  we  siiall  be  at 
all  inclined  Vo  abandon — ‘and  wciiave  given 
a siiflicient  prouf  ot'  this  in  tlie  very  first  act 
of  our  govermiient  after  they  were  inform- 
ed (if  Ills  new  decree.  We  have  declared 
the  canal  of  Corlou  to  be  in  a slate  of  block- 
ade ; and  have  thus  shut  the  entrance  into 
the  .Adriatic — Uf  these  new  principles  of 
block.sde,  if  new  they  are,  he  has  liiuiself 
furnished  ns  with  a justification.  His  de- 
crees excluded  us  from  every  port  and  ev- 
ery part  of  Europe  ; from  Hamburg,  with 
winch  wf  were  certainly  not  at  war,  from 
the  pons  of  Prussia — from  Austria.  He 
cannot  keep  in  every  part  of  Europe  a suf- 
bicent  French  force  to  shut  out  our  naval 
force.  But  he  makes  use  of  Ids  influence 
or  preponderance  over  the  European  pow- 
ers to  exclude  us,  V\  e cannot  have  before 
every  port  in  Europe  a suflicieiil  nav  al  lorce 
to  keep  it  in  strict  and  actual  blockade,  but 
we  have  the  preponderance  on  tlie  uce.in, 
and  we  adopt  a system  of  leprisal  and  re- 
taliation toundeii  on  the  strictest  justice. 
Giad  would  we  hava  been  if  we  bad  suffer- 
ed France  to  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of 
cnmmarce  ttimiigh  neutral  trade,  whilst  we 
were  suffering  eiery  injury  that  could  re- 
sult from  ids  decrees.  But  would  any  man 
have  advised  so  absurd  a policy  ? Would 
any  man  suffer  Ids  country  to  perish  be- 
cause the  measures  necessary  tor  its  pres- 
ervation iiiight  press  upon  neutral  com- 
meice,  wldcli  Bonaparte  had  previously  vi- 
olated, There  isiiocuiitract  without  a recip- 
I'oc.il  obligation,  and  it  neutrals  did  not  o- 
bligetbe  oilier  party  to  adbere  to  the  law 
ot  natioiis,  tiiey  could  not  complain  of  ns 
tor' nut  adiiei'lng  to  it.  -Before  the  Berlin 
decree,  Bi'iiaparte  tiait  adopted  new  and 
extraordinary  means  for  distressing  our 
cuniiiicrce:  means  which  had  produced 
tile  order  in  council  of  May,  180d,  during 
tlm  ministry  of  Mr.  Fox,  by  which  order 
tlie  coast  fiom  the  riVer  Elbe  to  Brest  was 
declared  in  h state  of  blockade.  But  neu- 
IrUs  were  still  pcrndlted  to  approach  the 
s.vid  coast,  and  enter  the  said  rivers,  ex- 
cept the  Coast  aiiid  ports  from  Ostend  to 
the  Seine. — No  sooner  liad  Buuaparte  suc- 
ceeded against  Rrussia,  than  he  took  pos- 
session ot  liaraborg,  confiscated  all  Bri- 
tish property,  and  issued  his  Berlin  de- 
cree. All  tlie  measures  we  have  adopted, 
have  been  the  consequences  of  measures 
previously  ud9ptctl  by  him.’ 

“It  he  revoke  Ids  decrees,  our  orders 
consequent  upon  those  decrees,  will  be  re- 
voked also;  but  if  he  suppose  that  we  shall 
abandon  any  part  uf  the  old  inanlime  law, 
he  will  find  himself  cunipletelv  mistaken. 
He  has  said,  that  from  and  after  the  1st 
N’oveniber,  ids  decrees  are  revoked,  and 
our  governr.ieiit  taking  notice  that  the  en- 
emy lias  announced  his  decrees  to  be  no 
lunger  in  force  from  and  after  the  1st  No- 
vember, may  notify,  that  fi-aii  the  1st  No- 
vembor,  our  Orders  in  Council,  adopted 
III  consequence  of  those  decrees,  will 
cease.” 

London,  .Aug.  2o, — .A  cabinet  council 
was  held  oo  Saturday  at  the  Foreign  Of- 
fice. 'File  subject  of  deliberation  was  sup- 
posed to  relate  to  the  French  Emperor’s 
late  decree. 

A letter,  dated  Paris  Aug.  11,  says  : — 
•’\\  e have  a hope  of  obiaiiimg  the  release 
of  a great  purl,  if  not  all  the  American 
jiroperiy  and  sliips  se.zed  in  the  pons  of 
France. 

Anot’iier  letter  from  Dunkirk,  notices 
the  piactical  application  of  the  new  indul- 
gences to  Americ.iiis,  and  amiuuiices,  in  a 
posici-ipt  to  the  lette>-  that  two  ships  Irom 
the  United  States  had  been  released  from 
sequestration. 

The  following  cxtraclmif  a letter,  was 
posted  al  Lioyils  on  Sati^ay  : — 

Dunkirtc,  Aug.  20.-^’  The  .American 
vessels  wldch  h.ui  been  *njjyiied  bere  are 
ordered  to  be  released”

posite ports  of  France  were  open  to  neu- 
tral Hags  laden  with  colonial  produce.

The  decree  you  will  receive  whith  this 
letter  has  been  publi.shed  here,  and  may  be 
considered  of  inucli  importance.  Bona- 
parte is  convinced  that  he  cannot  do  with- 
out colonial  produce  ; and  that  after  all 
his  prohibitions  by  decrees,  and  after  all 
his  aliempis,  to  prevent  its  ii>trci;uctiun  by 
douaniers,  it  will  find  its  way  into  his  em- 
pire Ibrougli  the  north,  if  it  cannot  creep 
through  the  south.  The  consequence  oi 
this  has  been,  that  the  northern  kingdoms 
have  derived  all  the  advantage  from  the 
revcime  they  have  thus  acquired  by  its  ad- 
mission through  their  ports,  paying  duties 
at  their  custom  houses.  Bonaparte  is  at 
present  known  to  be  in  want  of  money,  and 
nc  has  no  other  means  of  filling  his  cof- 
fers, emptied  by  the  expensive  war  in 
Spain.  Under  these  circumstauces,  this 
plan  has  been  adopted  for  (he  purpose  of 
replenishing  them.  This  indulgence,  we 
fear  must  not  be  calculated  upon  fur  any 
length  of  time,  for  as  soon  as  the  emperor 
finds  his  revenue  sufficiently  increased, 
which  they  no  doubt  v>ill  be  shortly,  he 
may  put  another  prohibition  upon  the  in- 
troduction of  coIuiiKil  produce. 

This  scheme,  we  uiidci  siand,  has  been 
for  a lung  tinw  in  cunleiitplation,  and  it  is 
upon  that  subject  that  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  held  so  many  meetings. — 
That  the  trade  would  have  opened  in  this 
manner,  we  had  nn  contemplation  till  the 
decree  appeared.  This  is  supposed  to  have 
delayed  the  emperor’s  journey  to  Holland, 
but  now  it  is  settled  that  he  will  take  his 
departure  immediately,  to  arrange  the  af- 
fairs of  that  country.

talked  of.  though  we  do  not  know  how  to  Q,.„„(,erlam  George  Caldv^ll  Mrs 


credit  it  ; and  it  will  be  a matter  of  much 
difficulty,  since  the  sales  have  already  be- 
gun. it  is  mentioned  that  another  minis- 
ter is  to  be  sent  out  to  the  U.  S.  for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  that  country  to  recon- 
ciliation with  France,  and  to  a war  with 
England;  but  I apprehend  that  this  is 
merely  a speculation,  founded  upon  these 
proceedings  so  favourable  to  commerce  in 
neutral  vessels. 

This  decree  has  produced  a powerful 
sensation  here,  though  indeed  the  immense 
duties  will  act  in  a great  degree  as  a pro- 
hibition uf  the  introduction  of  the  article.
